Tb9 cont«reDO« U Canadiai alu- 
dento <!0&TeiMd at tb« Ontario Agri- 
cultural Collegw, Ouslph. December 
2Mh to January anti, was la Itself 
one of the moot auoceaarui and stimu- 
lating mooUnga of the kind over 
ciarried through by repreaenUtlves of 
the Canadian colleges, and Its renitta 
of great potenUal ■tgnltloance to the 
future of Christian work In thete In- 
stitutions. Practically «v«ry CUrte- 
llan organisation lu the dominantly 
ProteeUnt oolleges from Halifax to 
Vancouver was repraaented. The 
basis of roBreséntatlon was one voting, 
member from each Y.M.C.A., Y.W. 
C.A., KisBlonary Society, etc.. In each 
Institution of higher learning. They 
were aU repreaented with the excep- 
tion of U.N.B. 

The purpose of the gathering was 
to get the mind of the students, who 
were already connected with varloua 
lines of rellgioua soUvlty, on Um 
question ot a Student Christian Move- 
ment in Canada which should unite 
students engaged In this work 
throughout the Dominion, and civy 
expression In a practical way to the 
national consdoueness of a common 
taak, growing largely out 'of tho Des 
Moines Convention lasfyear. That 
was the first national gathering of 
Canadian students called to consider 
Canadian problems. The recent con- 
ference waa.fuUy^aa r^prosentattve 
but smaller la aunibèra, about 70 
being present. 

At this conference the studenUbad 
full control. Those desinnated a^ 
"senior persons" and "secretaries" 
sat back to listen. Mr. B. C. Amaron, 
of McOIIl, was unanimously elected 
as cIiBlrman of the couvciir.lon and 
fully Justified the faith of. his electors 
by his efficiency In handling the 
meetings. The sessions throughout 
wore marked by unusual enthusiasm 
and sustained Iiilorcst even to tho end 
of long porlodH of discussion on 8uc;i 
ordinarily dry business as coustltu- 
tlon ranking. Tho delegates ' held 
points of view as varied as the locsl 
situations from which they canre. 
There were those who felt that they 
could never consent to n .Movement 
whioh meant detachment from the 
Y.M.C.A. Others said that any Move- 
ment to whldh they could subscribe 
must be no part of that organization.

The closing momenta of the pre- 
Chrlstmas session were spent by a 
little over one hundred students In a 
Students' Society meeUng In the 
Union. This assembly had been 
called for the purpose of rendering 
a definite decision on the question of 
a student monthly magazine. 

It will bo recalled that at the 
Society mooting held a few days pre- 
vious to the one mSntloned above the 
Student body had expressed them- 
selves as being In favor of a student 
monthly publication. Considerable 
discussion followed as to the control 
of the paper, but nothing was de- 
cided, as the attendance dwindled 
until finally no quorum was present. 
When the nieeUng adjourned, Presi- 
dent Learoyd announced that another 
would be called on the following 
Monday to finally decide the matter. 

On Sunday, December 19th, the 
StudenU' Council met In the Union, 
and amongst other matters discussed 
the magaiino proposlUon for throe 
hours. After considerable discus- 
sion and the voicing of many opln 
Ions, a motion was drafted to bo pre 
sented to the Student Society. The 
substance of the motion was that the 
Council did not feel that they could 
undertake the publication of tho 
paper for financial reasons, but that 
>i:'ihé Socitiy baa exprssMd ttaém^' 
selves as desjrlng a monthly, the 
Council were la favor of giving the 
rl/îHt'oT'pfibllcrttlon'to any group of 
students who would apply for It. pro- 
vided that t'.wy agreed to certain 
rules. Those lules were to ba Irid 
down in a (rnstltution to be drp,',v-i 
up by the Council and the edlto-s of 
the mucn/lne. tnd Included a stipula- 
tion that If the venture proved a 
financial success the publishers 
would pay a certain percentage of 
their profits to the Students' Society 
for the privilege granted Ihom. 

The meeting of the Society called 
for Monday was scheduled to begin 
at fivo o'clock, but owing to the slim 
attendance this was Impossible. After 
considerable trouble, which Included 
telephoning to Strathcona Hall for 
reinforcements, and gathering up all 
available men. It was found that a 
quorum wasiiresent. 

The first business brought before 
the meeting was that of aid for the 
suffering students of Poland.

A saner and more pro- 
perly tenable point of view would be that the commencement of the 
^..^ new season, ilic turning of the fresh page, offers, perhaps, an occa- 
^sion for a retracing of one's aims, a further verification of the easen- 
'■^'^ tial correctness of one's line of endeavor and, if necessary, a change 
of plan to coincide with whatever conclusions have been drawn from 
e further and now-completed period of observation. The oppor- 
nity, in a word, is for "checking up." 
Plotinus. in his Enneads, depicts for us the drama of mankind 
.ibandoning the perfection which is its right for the simple value of 
recovering it. He teaches that the soul deliberately chose to descend 
*rom the perfection of Heaven in which it had lived before birth to 
■^'inhabit and govern a body. Not only was its choice of imperfection 
^deliberate but its destiny was merely a steady and' painful and again 
deliberate climb back 'to the realm"from' which it came. If this be 
.,;truc it becomes verv essential that at regular intervals one should 
i^pause to take one s bearings. If progress is being made nothing is 
,t,;tbetter for morale than to be aware of it and without morale no enter- 
^; l»ri?c, even individual, i.s likely to be successful for long. Our sug- 
•v-gcstion would be. then, that instead of formation of resolutions there 
■'^be a balancing of accounts, a redirecting rather than a reformation 
;^and an unswerving maintenance of the reverified course with Mr; 
I^Micawber's recipe for happiness always in mind.

the --fittidetttB' .Council were ap- 
proached with the request that thoy 
consider giving their support to a 
plan of collecting money and cloth- 
ing for the destitute students of 
Central Europe. As this included 
the countries which were lately our 
enemies, the Council decided that 
they could give no sanction to any 
plan of giving aid to people wlio 
suffered through a war which they 
had waged against our country, but 
that they would support àny relief 
measures for our late allies. 

A short time after that meeting of 
the Council a letter was received 
from J.- G. MacKay, secretary ot 
Strathcona ' Hall, in which he placed 
before the students a plan of aiding 
students of Poland. In the letter 
was a copy of one from Mr. Rose, 
who wrote from Poland about the 
conditions existing in^ that country. 
The Council decided in favor of the 
relief measures, and drafted a motion 
to be presented to the Students' 
Society. 

The Society placed itself on record 
aa being in favor of the drive for 
money and clothing for this purpose, 
and. further moved that the Students' 
Cotwcll give fifty dollars for this 
purpose. 

When the main object of the meet- 
lng^ was broached. W. W. Beveridge 
spojte a few words about the pro- 
pb|i^,(Paper. He said that he was 
llrply of the opinion that it could 
not be run on a firm financial basis, 
and furtbermoro; U»al under the ex- 
isting circumstances, he felt that the 
"Dally" should he the only official 
McGill publication until such Ume in 
the future when another paper could 
be proOUbJy operated by the Stu- 
dents' Council. He, therefpre,..roôved 
that the question of a McGill monthly 
publication should be held in abey- 
ance. This motion, which was 
seconded by D. Ambridge, wss passed 
and the meeting was deélarëd' ad- 
journed at 6.20 p.m.

welfare a campaign Is being widely 
propagated. , .' 

We at McGlll.are concerned with 
bttt one phase at present, namely. thA 
Polish Relief Fynd. The people of 
Poland are the ones to-day wbo .ire 
urgently praylng-for help, aud we, 
living at home, have our call at .Mc- 
Glll. ' ]:/.. 

Just at the moment when w.e In thli 
country are welcoming a fall In prices 
%f an Mullcatlon uf tho return of nor- 
mal condtt'ions, there comes to us 
newH of the' Increasing deslltntiou 
and appalling misery - througbout 
Central [Europe, .where countries bled 
white by the worM war have been de- 
layed In the process of reconstruction 
by continued disorder and faclloiiel 
fights. There is little cause for pride 
in our superior speed of recovery. 
Given their problems,, their defeat, 
their general low level of education, 
we might not have done bettrr. 
Wherever the blame may rest, the fact 
Is patent that the lives of millions of 
Innocent people are In danger this 
winter. True to its tradition of help- 
fulness, the Red Cross has already 
taken steps for relief. on a large scale; 
and Hoover'a ReMof Commission has 
done much to alleviate tho suffering. 
But these together arc. proving In- 
adequate to tbet task. ^ , .- . J 

Of particular interesl'to. the college 
communities of more fortunate coun- 
tries is tbe condition prevailing In tbe 
colleges throughout the central belt 
between the Baltic and the Black Sea. 
Students by the thousand are home- 
less, short of clothing and on , tbe 
verge of starvation. The professors 
are very little better off. Living 
prices have steiidlly, risen, to many 
times their original aUndard, and 
professorial salaries ibavo not risen. 
To-day, ^prbfessors are working for 
less than commdii laborers, and cell- 
ing out their belongings to maintain 
life for themselves and families. Some

For a sum which used to represent 
sevenly-fiv«> cents, one "can mere 
obtain a dinner consisting of*a plate 
of mushy beans with a* few boiled 
potatoes. This elaborate menu was 
beyond the means of many of "the stu- 
i«nta who went there, but for thow 
who could afford eucli" luxury. It was 
the day's principal meal. One has to 
oat It slowly In order to make 11 laat 
longer. 

It would take a longer 'time to 
describe thé nceds'of the students In 
clothes, books and other seroRSltl-'.i. 
In all the countries mentioned a larfeo ' 
proportion of the men students a."o 
still wearing military uniform, which 
Is an honorablo garment even though 
frayed and tattered, and whlrh but- 
tons up closely to conceal the ab.^^once 
of shirts or underwoar. Women aro 
reduced to various expedients, for , 
supplying clothing. The shccts. once 
•0 Jealously treasured by.-overy famlly, 
have long since been cut- up and 
mndo Into underwear: even tho win- 
dow curtains have In many canps \ 
undergone a liko transfoi-matlo.i. 
Canadian students are not by any 
means wealthy, but the poverty and 
distress among the students of .Central 
Europe is something almost' unim- 
aginable In Canada. 

Vet this is the time when '811 the 
countries of Centrol Europo-' haVe 
need of students. A number of them

cannot now support themselves by 
agriculture.

HO well settled now. that where 
the body is nowhere to be found, no 
one should be punished. 

Why did John Perry make such a 
confession 7 No one knows exactly. 
But one may well Imagine that, b:- 
ing under the constant pressure of the 
gttards, he actually became Insane. 
Nevertheless, even It he confessed to 
participation In a crime, having told 
of the place in which he threw the 
body, the fabrication of such a con- 
fession should have been clear, when 
no trace of tiie corpse could bo found. 

Similar cases have come to the 
notice of courts In other countrlen 
and as a result the principle enuncl- 
atisd "above Is well settlod everywhere.

Town Planning, Housing: and 
Water Worlcs Will he 
Dealt With. 



The Commission ot Conservation 
has arranged with Canadian Univér- 
sities for courses of lectures during 
the current session by its expert ad- 
visers'on town planning and housing 
and on water'^powers and hydro- 
electric and allied problems. Those 
on town planning and housing will 
be delivered chiefly by the Commis- 
sion's expert adviser, Mr. Thomas 
Adams, and will Include lectures at 
McOill, Toronto,' Itfanitpba, Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta. British Columbia, 
Dalbousle, Acadia and Fredericton 
Universities. The lectures on 
water-powers and hydro-electric and 
allied problems will be given by the 
Commission's engineer, Mr. )A.rthur 
V; White; who is' recognized as one of 
the highest authorities ' on Canada's 
fuel problem- and on" tho devélâpnfcîàt 
of the water-ppwers of the St. Law- 
rence, Niagara and other great power 
rivers of Canada. - 

The most extehsire series of town 
planning and housing lectures will 
be delivered at McQiU during the 
second term, between January and 
April. Lectures will also be given 
on boiising under the Department of 
Social Servlca at McGill and Toronto. 
This js a forward step In University 
teachfnr. and is In accordance with 
the fixed policy of the Commission of 
Conservation to utilize the services of 
Its expert staff in the most effective 
manner. During the past eleven 
years they have been Investigating 
Çanada's natural resources. The 
Commission Is now in a position to 
make recommendatlonR of the highest 
value respecting the problems asso- 
ciated with their; efficient develop- 
ment and lo furnish uRcurato data 
roBpecting thdr character and extent.
